These birds are White 
Leghorns and Barred Rocks, and 


they come fsom an excellent laying 
strain. They are fine birds for 
breeding stock, and the owner ex- 
pects to get a good price for them.

If you had some whole oats a few 
years ago you could either feed them 
to the horse or, separating the ker- 
nels from hulls, you could roll the 
former into so-called rolled oats and 
throw the latter away. Today you 
can do the same with the kernels 
and from the hulls you can recover 
what was a rare chemical called fur- 
furol. Because it can be obtained from 
these hulls it is now common. A re- 
cently published list shows  forty- 
eight products for which it is useful. 
These include such diverse things as 
synthetic resin, «impregnating var- 
nishes, lacquers, antioxidants, tan- 
ning leather, dyes, tree-wound, dress- 
ing, seed disinfectant, etc.” A new 
chemical discovery goes sometimes 
into unexpected nooks and corners.
